New Delhi, the 25th February 1907 

S.O. 689 . —Whereas an industrial dispute exists between the management of 
the Reserve Bank of India (hereinafter referred to as the said bank) and their 
workmen represented by the All-India Reserve Bank Employees’ Association 
(hereinafter referred to as the said association); 

And whereas the said bank and the said association have, by a written agree¬ 
ment in pursuance of the provisions of sub-section (1) of section 10A of the Indus¬ 
trial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), agreed to refer the said dispute to arbitra¬ 
tion of the person mentioned therein, and a copy of the said arbitration agreement 
has been forwarded to the Central Government and the same has been published, 
under the provisions of sub-section (3) of the said section, with the order of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Labour, Employment and Rehabilitation 
No. S.O. 645 dated the 15th February, 1967 published in Part II, section 3, sub¬ 
section (ii) of the Gazette of India dated the 25th Ferbuary, 1967 at pages 486 to 
486; 

And whereas the Central Government is satisfied that the persons making the 
said reference represent the majority of the party; — — 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the provisions of sub-section (3A) of the said 
section, read with rule 8A of the Industrial Disputes (Central Rules) 1957, the 
Central Government hereby notifies for the information of the employers and 
workmen who are not parties to the said arbitration agreement but who are con¬ 
cerned in the said dispute, that the persons making the said reference represented 
the majority of each party. 
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
